On February 28, about 200 similarly 
liberated Degrassi fans turned out for 
the “Degrassi Boys” speaking engage- 
ment at the MacEwan Centre for the 

Arts. Part talk show, part R-rated 
stand-up comedy shtick, the event fea- 
tured Pat Mastroianni (Joey Jerimiah) 
and Stefan Brogren (Snake), now 33 
and 32 respectively, sharing behind- 


the-scenes lore, screening scrapbook 
video montages, and updating fans on 
the casts’ latest projects. The national 
speaking tour celebrates Degrassi’s 25th 
year on Canadian television, beginning 
with CBC's The Kids Of Degrassi Street 
from 1980 to 1985, followed by Degrassi 
Junior High (1987 - 1989) and Degrassi 
Higit 1989-1992), and, currently, by the 
new CTV series ce The Next Gen- 
eration.

Per- 
haps from Min- 
nesota. | didn’t 
know it was Cana- 
dian until my 
mother noticed the 
kids sounded like 
our local figure skating 
coach. It made sense. 
Because unlike Ameri- 
can TV kids, Degrassi 
kids seemed vulnerable. 
And unlike After School 
Specials, Degrassi kids 
left issues unresolved. 

“It was raw. There 
was no sweetness to it,” 

fan Chris Touring, 38, 
from Leduc, said of the 

Degrassi Jr. High and 

High before Mastri- 

oianni and Brogren’s 
appearance. “It was very real- 
istic that way.” 

Degrassi provided young viewers 
with a thematic and visual authenticity 
not often present in American TV. 
Whereas other teen shows proffered 
simple solutions and happy endings, 
Degrassi focused on the character's 
process of discovery, no matter how 
painful. 

Degmssi also confronted controver- 
sial issues shunned by American net- 
works. “What other shows deal with | 
wet dreams and lesbianism?” Touring 
asked. 

Throughout the years, Degrassi char- 
acters experienced critical issues such 
as child abuse, homosexuality, drug 
abuse and alcoholism, teenage preg- 
nancy, and later, interracal dating, 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, and suicide. Each 
episode was also buffered by a lighter 
apr that confronted teenage crush- 

es, school dances, and puberty. 

Furthermore, Degrassi successfully 
evaded teen stereotypes. It was as if the 
kids attending Degrassi (because they 
lived in Canada?) had never seen a 
Hughes movie. This appealed to 
brother and sister Huai-Yang Lim, 28, 
and Amanda Lim, 20, of Edmonton. 
Main characters may represent a 
minority group, but their difference 
never defined their identity. “If they 
see there’s a disabled person, he or she 


If you happen to have a CD burn- 
er, letting go of a massive music 
collection is actually much easier 
than it sounds.

REPLACING VERY SPECIAL 
CHARACTERS 

Dr. Michele Byers, assistant profes- 
sor of Media Studies and Cultural 
Studies at St. Mary's University in Hal- 
ifax, said that shows like 90210 often 
employed secondary or “Very Special 
Characters” that appear temporarily to 
confront an issue such as racism or 
homophobia. In Degrassi, however, 
familiar characters faced these contro- 
versial issues in addition to other mul- 
tiple storylines. Degrassi writers and 
producers, Brogren said, are “willing 
to take main characters that people 
love, and screw with them a little bit.” 

Did these value differences por- 
trayed on American and Canadian 
television reflect cultural reality? In 
other words, would I have had an easi- 
er time growing up in Canada?

Canadian identity in my perspective,” 
said Byers, who is currently finishing a 
three-year research study on Degrassi, 
television and Canadian youth culture 
through the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Cana- 
da (SSHRC). 

In fact, Jr. High and High resonated 
with international audiences in over 40 
countries, including China, Australia, 
Greece, Germany, and Israel, demon- 
strating that its issues and values were 
not merely Canadian. 

Instead, Byers, who is the editor of 
and a contributor to the forthcoming 
Fall 2005 edited collection Growing Up 
Degrassi: Television, Identity,and Youth 
Cultures (Sumach Press, Toronto), stat- 
ed that TV, like any text, can be ana- 
lyzed for its deliberate display of iden- 
tities and narratives. Canadian youth 
portrayed in historical dramas tended 
to romantiaze the tum-of-the-century 
myth that situated white Canadians in 
a pristine, rural landscape. Degrassi, on 
the other hand, focused on the lives 
and issues of diverse urban youth.

WILLIAM DANIEL IS LOOKING FOR 
love. At 60 years old, he’s had his fair 
share of disappointment. A tall neu- 
rokinesiologist with a gentle smile and 
a handlebar mustache, he’s no bum 
And as he stands backstage at Dr. Phil's 

Valentine's Day show with a k mg- 
stemmed rose in hand, he’s hopeful 
that this may be the day he finds his 
perfect match. 

Daniel is one of about 250 members 
of the online relationship site Perfect- 
Match.com that have trekked out to 
Paramount Studios between January 
rainstorms to meet someone whose sci- 
entifically calculated relationship pro- 
file might click with their own. Perfect- 
Match unites its users based on its 
DUET Total Compatibility System, a 
modified version of a well-known per- 
sonality test called the Myers-Briggs 
Type Indicator. PerfectMatch uses 
questionnaires to suggest a match 
between users whose test results indi- 
cate that their personalities and rela- 
tionship needs work together. 

Daniel has used online dating sites 
since 1997. “I've had a couple of really 
bad experiences,” he says. “You find 
that most people do not see them- 
selves the way other people see them 
With PerfectMatch, everybody's being 
evaluated by the PerfectMatch stan- 
dards.” 

Dr. Phil's producers initially keep 
the male and female PerfectMatch 
members in separate parts of the over- 
ly air-conditioned studio. The women, 
who sit in the audience, don’t know 
that their scientifically selected suitors 
await them backstage. “These women 
are all part of PerfectMatch.com,” Dr. 
Phil tells the audience, as the whole 
thing is taped for TV. “What they 
don’t know is that we have their per- 
fect match here.” 

The bachelorettes clap and cheer 
with delight at the canned talk show 
stunt, their enthusiasm heartening the 
men, who file past the cameras sport- 
ing suits, leather jackets, and diversely 
landscaped facial hair. 

Among the women is Ronique Nil- 
son, 55, a retired civil engineer and 
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a short, hot 
pink dress and a silver heart-shaped 
pendant. In 1996, the early days of 
Internet dating, Nilson began corre 
sponding with a man she met online 
After four months of “very honest and 
very profound” communication, they 
exchanged photos via fax. “Within six 
months we were in MoorZa celebrat 
ing our honeymoon,” she says. Wher 
the marriage failed after a few years 
Nilson logged back on to the Internet 
hopeful that she might find a more 
compatible partner.

JUSTIFY MY LOVE 

“Tm looking a lot into myself,” Nil 
son says, explaining how the Perfect- 
Match assessment has helped her this 
time around. “I’m more skeptical, 
because I recognize that if there was a 
failure before, probably I am not per- 
fect either.” 

In the last few years, the stigma that 
once cast Internet personals as being 
only for the pathetic or dangerous has 
virtually disappeared, with tens of 
millions of Americans spending, 
upward of $400 million in 2004 to 
hook-up, date, long-term relate, or 
marry. Sites like PerfectMatch.com 
and eHarmony.com have carved out a 
niche they call the “relationship” site, 
differentiating themselves from the 
more abundant dating sites with a 
commitment to “lasting love”. 

Relationship sites sell themselves 
based ona “scientific” approach to 
matchmaking, using such personality 
factors as intensity and intellect. 
True.com does this, too, but isn’t 
above finding “a great date for the 
weekend.” Even established dating 
sites, such as Yahoo! Personals, have 
begun to offer supposedly scientific 
matching. 

As in other sectors of cyberspace, 
however, skepticism is warranted. 
Matchmaking “science” is still far 
from a peer-reviewed science accepted 
in academia. But does that matter? Do 
these sites have an ethical obligation to 
guarantee that their tests are proven 
effective? After all, they're helping

their lives: finding someone to share 
their bed on lazy Sunday mornings, to 
tend to their sick children, to 
together. Are sites that offer scientific 
solutions to suffering sing:es merely 
“trading on our loneliness,” as one 
frustrated user puts it? Or do they 
truly offer a computer-age break 
through that guarantees, as Dr. Pepper 
Schwartz of PerfectMatch says, that 
we “don’t ever have to be lonely 
again?”

DON'T YOU WANT ME, BABY? 

Not everyone finds comfort in the 
new sites. One 50-year-old man, who 
asked not to be identified, was drawn 
to eHarmony because he thought psy- 
chological testing “would just be a bet- 
ter way of vetting people.” After filling 
out eHarmony’s extensive question- 
naire and discovering that the compa- 
ny did not offer same-sex matching, 
he thought “maybe they just haven't 
gotten around to it yet.” But when he 
encountered a blog devoted to eHar- 
mony’s exclusionary practices, he real- 
ized gays just weren't welcome there.

JR. GONE WILD ARE THE SPIRITUAL 
granddaddies of many Edmonton 
musicians. Mike McDonald and a 
revolving cast of the defunct band’s 
lifers and guests helped define this 
city’s indie scene and sound during 
the late 1980s and early 1990s, 

Chris Wynters seems pleased at 
the suggestion that Captain Tractor, 
his 11-year-old band, is the natural 
heir to Jr. Gone Wild’s 


populist/party-band mantle. 

“1 saw Jr. Gone Wild open for 
10,000 Maniacs,” Wynters recalls. 
“They were a huge influence on us. 
It was the first time I thought music 
was something I had a chance to do 
with my life as a kid from Edmon- 
ton.” 

There are plenty of parallels 
between both outfits. Beyond a 
musical affinity—twangy roots-rock 
with plenty of local references 
colouring the lyrics—the groups 
share a sensibility: a defiantly goofy 
regional pride, plus a preoccupation 
with drinking, that modestly masks 
accomplished songwriting and con- 


fident musical mastery. Both also 
became cottage industries of sorts, 
spawning networks of affiliated peo- 
ple working with and on-behalf of 
them. 

So, it’s fitting that a classic Mike 
McDonald track lies smack in the 
centre of North of the Yellowhead, Cap- 
tain Tractor’s first album in five 
years. 

“We've been covering Just the 
Other Day’ on stage since 1997,” 
Wynters says. “It seemed time to put 
it on a record. We wanted Mike to 
come in and do it with us, but we 
couldn't get it together.’ 

North of the Yellowhead is not so 
much a comeback record as a “still 
here” record. It treads familiar terri- 
tory—basically the Tractor boys 
doing what they do best, delivering 
fun anthems to liver damage and 
odes to heartbreak, both straight-up 
and chased with wordplay. 





THEIR DEER 

Wynters acknowledges, “This 
record is all about, ‘Let’s put our 
favourite songs together.’ It was 
pretty much the easiest record 
we've ever done. A lot like our first 
one—we were just having fun, and 
doing it because we wanted to, not 
because we felt we had to. Some of 
the songs on here have been kick- 
ing around for years.” 

While many of Captain Tractor’s 
fan-pleasing favourites make an 
appearance on the CD, a favourite 
of another kind is notably absent. 
Founding member Brock Skywalk- 
er left the group, amicably, to 
devote more time to his own pur- 
suits.

Since making their debut in a Vancouver 
art gallery in 1984, they've provided music 
for films as well as dance troupes (like Mon-

IT’S AN INTRIGUING METAPHOR TO 
begin with, that of commerce as 
shiny, silver-cold systems and ideal- 
ism as rusty broken-down parts. It 
is, therefore, disappointing that the 
world of Robots, while visually stun- 
ning, is mentally stunted, repeating 
themes we humans ought to shirk, 
immediate-like. 

That said, the film is very beauti- 
fully rife with imagination, but the 
screenwriters simply do not match 
the art applied by the visualists, and 
so we only get halfway into what 
could’ve been a fully transformative 
experience. 

The ‘bots are cool to look at: weird 
metal parts click and hinge together, 
the poor characters are homemade- 
style: discarded appliances make for 
conceptual limbs. It’s not as distaste- 
fully slick as you'd think, so the aes- 
thetic appeals on many levels, with 
its chunky metals and chipped paint 
layers of milky ‘50s teal and creamy 
red. So with all this creative poten- 
tial, why must these fictitious robots 
in their fictitious world fall under 
the same tired sky of formulaic sto- 
rytelling and gender stereotypes as 


we humans do? 

The male robots are the ambi- 
tious, inventive thinkers going off 
into the world to seek their success- 
es. The fembots—five in total—are 
weeping mom-bot, scrappy tomboy 
kid sis-bot, go-getter sexy-bot who 
seems icy-cold yet has a secret heart 
of gold, silly aunty-bot with a huge 
ass, and some drunk slut-bot the 
Robin Williams robot picks up. So 
boring—this is a movie for little 
boys, made by big boys with expen- 
sive toys. 

And we already know the story: 
protagonist fighting the good fight 
rises against impossible odds and 
saves the day so that everyone can 
partake in a choreographed group 
dance number. :

The degree of satisfaction varies, mind you, 
as does the required-patience/return ratio.

ration for an Independent Life finally reveals 
itself, you enjoy a litte hit of amusement and 
delight. Perhaps that precisely because the 
theme has opened itself slowly, like a flower. 
Nevertheless, you can’t help but wonder if 
the same thing couldn't have been accom- 
plished with the routine-bound businessman 
picking up the phone six or eight fewer times. 

Triangie’s caustic commentary on romantic 
dysfunction offers a little more in the way of 
something approaching a semblance of narra- 
tive, and here the repeated lexicon of ges- 
tures connects more directly.

“tL hadn't looked at my asshole in a long 
time,” confesses one of two “assistants” in 
Paul Barber's recent “Waking Up the Neigh- 
bourhood” workshop at Come As You Are in 
Toronto (www.comeasyouare.com) 

And while knowing that a roomful of 
women are going to be staring at your asshole 
under less-than-flattering lighting is reason 
enough to take a peek for yourself, getting up 
close back there—just like examining your 
vagina for the first time—goes deeper than 
aesthetics. 

In an interview in Butt magazine, Canadian 
artist-turned-butt-massager, AA Bronson said: 
“The asshole is where a lot of people hold 
their shame. It's also where we, in Jungian 
terms, hold our “shadow self'—part of our- 
selves we are not completely confident with. 
The better your relationship with [your ass- 
hole], the more accepting you are of these dif- 
ferent sides.” 

Describing themselves at “three gay men 
who know about assholes,” Paul Barber and 
his assistants have good relationships with 
their own—and each other’s—assholes. This 
was obvious when | realized | had a front row 
seat at my first live anal massage. 


BABY GOT BACK 

The generous mix of women in the room 
weren't phased, They were more interested in 
how it feels to have your prostate (the male 
G-spot) fingered (a mixture of feeling electric 
and feeling like you have to defecate or pee), 
whether a guy can come from anal penetration 
alone (he can), and whether there is more 
than one entrance to worry about (clearly, 
some of us have a more distant relationship 
with the asshole than others do). 

Barber answered questions while he 
worked his magic on each assistant’s bare butt, 
outlining the finer points of anal penetration. 

Much like its predecessor, the vagina, ass- 
holes like slow, long strokes, lots of lubrication 
and to be entered only when they are damn 
ready! 

“If slow is good, slower is better,” advises 
Barber. 

He suggests a good half-hour of full body 
massage before anal play, preferably on the 
floor with pillows, back against a wall with 
your partner lying over your legs 

Help your guy become aware of his ass, 
says Barber. 

Lotioned hands can massage, squeeze, and 
tickle the area. Lube a latex-gloved hand and 
slide the edge of it up and: down the crease. 
Try a condom-covered Hitachi wand on the 
perineum to stimulate his prostate from the 
outside. (The preferred amount of pressure 
varies. Ask what feels good.) Tug his hair. 
Brush it with a plastic medical scrub brush. 
Give him a spank to bring the blood to the 
surface, making his butt more sensitive. Make a
